‘Trial’ Cease-Fire 


BEIRUT, April 1 (UPT).—-Under heavy Syrian and international 
pressure, Lebanon’s leftist, leaders agreed today to a 10-day truce. 
They warned that peace after that depended on the resignation of 
President Suleiman Franjieh and the implementation of demands to 
secularize the state. The newest truce in the 1l-month-old civil war 
is scheduled to go into effect at noon tomorrow. 

Later today. the rightist Phalangist party said it would accept 


the truce. 
leader Kamal Jumblat, a Mos- 
lem, said it could only be a 10-day 
“trial truce” to give Mr. Pranjich. 
a Maronite Christian, time to 
resign. He also said the 10-day 
period would give parliament time 
to elect a successor and begin 
drafting reforms to strip Maronite 
Christians of their favored status 
in Lebanon through secularization 
of the state. 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from Mr. Franjieh. 

Political Talks 

The Christian Phalangist party 
announced it would accept the 
truce. The rightist Phalangists 
bad said earlier they ποιὰ go 
along with any freeze or truce 
that Mr. Jumblat accepted while 
political negotiations continued. 

The Phalangists have already 
agreed in principle to Mr. Pran- 
jieh's resignation. but they have 
shown no signs of accepting Mr. 
Jumblat’s demands for political 
and social reforms that would 
Jeave the Christians, a minority, 
with no special status. Currently. 
the Christians are guaranteed six 
government posts and parlia- 
mentary seats for every five held 
by Mfosiems and miemtbers of the 
Druze sect.

Greeks and Italians spend 
more than anyone else on bread 
and cereals, including pasta, 
while the Dutch and the 
Spaniards Jead the field in fruit 
and vegetables, which take 17 


per cent of the housewlfe's food 
budget in those countries, 

Peopie seem to spend little on 
eating out in Ireland, Italy, Nor- 
way and the Netherlands, the 
ILO survey said, but im Britain, 
one-eighth of the family food 
and drink budget is spent in 
restaurants. 

The United States, however, is 
way ahead in this area, with 
more than one-quarter of the 
weekly food and spending devot- 
ed to eating out. ~Perhaps this 
is because of the high propor- 
ion of married American wom- 
en who so out to work,” the ILO 
sald.

Tito Refers

STOCKHOLM, April 1 (AP).— 
President Tito of Yugoslavia in- 
dicated in a television interview 
yesterday that those who say his 
regime holds many political pris- 
oners may be right. 


Marshal Tito, 83, was in Stack- 
hoim on an official four-day visit. 
He was asked during the interview 
on Swedish television if he could 
confirm 2 ciaim by Ammesty In- 
ternational, which investigates 
the status of political prisoners 
around the world, that Yugoslavia 
holds many such prisoners. 


“Perhans it is true," he replies.

Mr. Carter also used Coca-Cola 
Co. private jets to attend several 
national and Southern governors 
conferences and may have ridden 
on flights to Washington and 
other places, according to former 
state officials and a Coca-Cola 
official, Lockheed and Coca-Cola 
have major installations in Geor- 
gia. 

Mr. Carter, a candidate for the 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion, was querled at a news con- 
ference in Appleton, Wis. He 
described the Lockheed trip as 
8. routine trade mission that pfo- 
moted Georgia products and bene- 
fited the people of Georgia. 

‘No Secrecy’ 

“There was no secrecy about 
it. It was reported and it ought 
to be,” he said 

Lockheed Corp. made the trip to 
sell JetStars and Hercules C-130 
military cargo planes to Latin 
American governments and pri- 
vate customers. 

The use of corporate executive 
aircraft by public officials raises 
questions of whether the com- 
panies providing thse flights can 
obtain favors from the officials 
they carry as passengers Last 
year, Gov. Marviz Mendel of 
Maryland came under widespread 
criticism for taking trips on pri- 
vate corporate aircraft. 

Jody Powell, Mr, Carter's press 
spokesman, asserted that the 
former governor's flights had not 
constituted a conflict of interest. 

‘No Obligation’ 

“He never did a favor for either 
company,” Mr, Powell said in a 
telephone interview. “I'm sure 
he felt no obligation to these 
companies.” 

Mr. Powell and Rex Granum, 
a Carter campaign spokesman 
based ia Atlanta, said that nei- 
ther the Lockheed nor the Coca- 
Oola trip had heen taken on what 
Mr. Granum called “private busi- 
ness or personal 2ffairs” but had 
been for state business. 

Mr. Granum said the campaign 
staff did not have a list of all 
such Coca-Cola. flights, their pur- 
pese or the destination, but the 
staff was attempting to prepare 
one. 

Be and Mr. Powell acknow!- 
edged, however, that the state 
had not reimbursed Coca-Cola or 
Lockheed for the transportation.

Containment of the fast-bullding explosion 
4m Lebanon now rests on U.S. diplomacy, in 
the person of special envoy Dean Brown. 
His mission 1s to put into effect the formua 
for Christian-Moslem power-sharing that Sy- 
ria drafted last January, but could not subse- 
quently enforce. If he succeeds, the region 
can return to a focus on the larger brooding 
issues of the Arab-Israeli dispute. If he fails, 
the brutal li-month civil war in Lebanon 
will not only continue, but will almost cer~ 
tainly draw in others—first Syria, then Is- 
Yael, then who knows whom. 

Ambassador Brown, a recently retired U.S. 
diplomat and an old Mideast hand, has a 
fearsome task before him. Lebanon's more 
militant Christians. fearlng they will be 
drowned jn a Moslem sea, refuse to surrender 
the political privileges that the departing 
French left them 30 years ago. The more 
militant Moslems insist on reclaiming those 
privileges and. apparently, then some. Syria, 
chiefly to bulld up its prestige in the Arab 
world, tried boldly last January to impose 
a new distribution of power in Beirut. But 
the Syrians have failed miserably. President 
Assad. the would-be peacemaker, turns out 
to have overreached in the old Nasser style. 
He cannot leash the rampaging Moslem 
leftists in Lebanon, Worse for him, he can- 
not control Yassir Arafat’s Palestine Liber- 
ation Organization, which he first authoriz- 
ed to assist: the Lebanese Moslems, but which 
is now showing a certain mind of its own. 
The PLO evidently feels that Syria, in bring- 
ing internal peace to Lebanon, may also curb 
PLO anti-Israel operations there, as it has 
in Syria, 

What are Ambassador Brown's chances? 
Being an outsider and, in particular, being 
an American, he can perhaps relay or evoke 
concessions that the parties could not make 
directly to each other or to Syria. For the 
United States is still the one foreign power 
to which all but the least compromise-mind~ 
ed elements of the Mideast look for media~ 
tion of their interests. Second, it is utterly 


ciear that it Syria intervenes with its own 
forces in Lebanon and thereby faces Israel 
with the prospect of converting its one here- 
tofore passive netghboring state into .an 
active “confrontation” state, then the Is- 
raelis will also intervene. This lack of ambi- 
guity about Israel's intentions is perhaps 
Ambassador Brown’s best card in his effort 
toe induce the Lebanese to compromise with 
each other. 

So the United States is taking 8. gamble by 
abandoning quiet diplomacy and handwring- 
ing for a visible mediator’s role in a deterio- 
rating situation where all the easy answers 
are long since gone. But the stakes and 
prospects justizy it nonetheless, in our view. 
We note with approval, too, that the man 
chosen for the job is 2 respected but re.ative- 
ly obscure professional diplomat and not a 
figure like Secretary of State Kissinger, 
who. for all his talents. carries with him 
in.the Mideast these days the encumbrances 
of ἃ publicity apparatus and a large com- 
mitment of U.S. prestige. 

While awaiting the outcome, it remains 
only to note the attack on U.S. policy levelled 
on Tuesday by Sen. Henry M Jackson, D- 
Wash. while campaigning in Wisconsin. Con- 
ceding he had made no such proposal pub- 
licly at the time, Mr. Jackson said that 
months ago President Ford should have dis- 
patched U.S. Marines to Lebanon as Pres- 
ident Eisenhower had done in 1958. That Mr. 
Jackson, ostensibly 2 student of foreign poli- 
cy, should fail to detect the differences be- 
tween 1958, when the United States was 
self-confident at home and scarcely chal- 
lenged in the Mideast, and 1976 is startling 
enough. That he should offer his suggestion, 
admittedly one alrerdy overtaken by events, 
at a moment of budding crisis is astounding. 
It was 8 cheap shot ill-befifting someone 
claiming to be fit for the White House. We 
trust that neither he nor any other presi~ 
dential candidate will take such an irrespon- 
sible step again.

Any candidate for the presidency in 1976 
will brush off at his political peril the issue 
of environmental protection. Too much has 
happened since the firat Earth Day, close to 
six years ago, to permit the easy belief that 
Americans eare about the air, water and 
land of this country only incidentally and 
after all their other problems have been 
solved. 

The most striking of a series of similar 
findings by public opinion surveys 15. that 
six out of 10 people are more concerned 
with improving the environment than they 
are with tax reduction or a curb on prices. 
They understand, as presidential aspirants 
ought to, that without vigorous action now, 
the risks of pollution can only grow and 
in the end cost far more than the programs 
contemplated today. 

The environmental record of the Ford ad- 
ministration therefore presents other candi- 
dates—whether Democrat or Republican (ex- 
cept for the incumbent)—an opportunity to 
selze an initiative that would be both politi- 
cally popular and of enormons benefit to the 
country. Consider that record: 

© President Ford has twice vetoed legisla- 
tion to regulate the surface mining of coal 
and to compel the reclamation of previously 
stripped and abandoned lands. 

@ He backed away entirely from national 
Jand-use planning, to which his predecessor 
had assigned the “highest priority” only to 
abandon it in his struggle to avoid impeach- 
ment, 

© In the Ford admimistration, the Depart- 
ment of the Intertor has slowed down the 
protection of wildlife. particularly of endan- 
gered species. In contrast, it has hastened 
the oll exploitation of the outer continental 
shelf without anything like an adequate 
study of environmental risks that have still 
to be weighed against the probable yield in 
energy.

The record of Congress. with swollen Dem- 
ocratic majorities, makes some of that party's 
presidential candidates likewise vulnerable.

program to improve the environment coud 
also improve the nation's economy *hrough 
application of resources to build and install 
the pollution controls, for which in many 
ceases funds have already been voted and 
Plans drawn up. 

‘There are many other serious environ- 
mental issues that need emphasis in this 
campaign: the effort to screen and control 
toxic chemicals; resolution of alarming ques- 
tions concerning the possible effect of aero- 
Sol and refrigerant gases—as well as of su- 
personic aviation—on the stratospheric 
ozone layer; the proper balance among 
various uses of the nation’s forests, restora- 
tion of its parks, extension of Its wilderness 
areas and, far from least, protection of its 
vital coastal areas from the depredations 
of industry on shore and the spillage of oil 
by tankers and freighters at sea.

All these objectives can and must be at- 
tained. Far from subordinating them to the 
state of the economy, candidates should view 
them as a major factor in improving that 
economy. The preservation of U.S. air, water 
and land is far more than a make-work pro- 
gram.

For a presi- 
dential candidate's vision, or lack of it. there 
can hardly be a better criterion.

ARIS, April 1 :IET!—During 
the . 1950s the American 
critic George Jean Nathan asked 
for news of the French stage from 
8 friend just back from Paris. 
He was told of the rising young 
dramatists and directors and of 
the many veteran stars who then 
continued to shine. 

“And what of Sarah Bern- 
hhardt?", he asked. “Is she still 
dead?” 5 

The question in Nathan fashion 
is a statement. According to the 
records, Sarah Bernhardt died in 
her Boulevard Péreire mansion on 
Mareh 25, 1933, and national 
mourning was declared. But it was 
ἃ nondeath. The impact of her 
Sigantic personality survives, 

This week an exhibition, i- 
lustrating the wide range of her 
career and its scene, opened at 
the Espace Pierre Cardin, where 
it occupies three crowded floors. 
‘Wooden mannequins wearing her 
costumes stand in the main hall. 
.m one partition the salon of her 
home, where she held court, has 
been reproduced with furniture, 
purple drapes and ornate ap- 
pointments, a white-fur rug be- 
fore the fireplace. In another sec- 
Uou there is a replica of her loge 
with the dressing table at which 
she prepared for her perfor- 
mances. 

Artists She Inspired 

The works of artists whom she 
inspired are everywhere. Here is 
the young Sarah by Julien Mas- 
Son and there in the formal oils 
of Georges Clairin the established 
actress of the 1870s lounging on 
the cushioned divan with a grey- 
hound at her feet. Lalique’s medal 
of her head, Duez's pastel of her 
by the sea, Moreau’s aquarelie, 
Delaunay’s portrait of her as 
Ophelia are on show as are ex~ 
cerpts from her correspondence, 
fans and screens designed for her 
by Clairin. countless photographs 
of her “on” and “off,” crayon and 
penc}! drawings of her, caricatures 
of her, Mucha’s elongated posters 
of her and samples of her own 
sculpture and painting. The high- 
ly publicized coffin in which she 
claimed to sleep and which—with 
her motto “Quard Méme!” upon 
it—always traveled with her is 
not there.
